The Evil Eye can affect the intellect, provision, beauty, religion, character, 
marriage and family life, life in general, physical health, creatures and 
vegetation, work, and knowledge, among other areas.

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Signs & Indications for the 
Affliction of Evil Eye & Envy 

Among the signs and indications are: persistent yawning without 
sleepiness; excessive burping despite not eating and even more so upon 
recitation of the Quran; scratching (itching); the appearance of pustules 
and boils; feeling hot or cold without reason; tightness in the chest; 
drowsiness, laziness, and insomnia; whispers; bloating of the body 
(obesity) despite eating very little; some cases of cancer; some mental 
illness cases like dementia and delusions; forgetfulness; hair-loss; 
blackness under the eyes and paleness in the face despite a lack of 
exertion; persistent headache; the appearance of spots under the skin like 
bruises that are the color of coffee beans or blue, specifically in the area 
of the thighs or arms; pain in the esophagus and upper-stomach that 
doctors cannot resolve; desire to leave home and a dislike to remain 
there; feeling of impending death and despair; visions of deceased 
persons or geckos in dreams; to be stricken with different severe illnesses 
that change location [in the body] which medicine cannot identify- the 
results come back "healthy" despite the presence of pain; a lack of 
response to the best of medications in the body of the sick person 
[suffering] from an organic sickness and this, even if the dosages are 
increased; the appearance of ants in the home, and the correct opinion 
is that of small ants- they appear despite the lack of any holes for them 
to come from and they are noticeable due to their great number; infants 
crying a great deal; visions of some perpetrators of Evil Eye from among 
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the sick person's close friends or relatives in dreams- they look at the sick 
person with malicious stares or the sick person hears them speak about 
him and he sees their eyes in an ugly way ... etc. 


Treatment for the Evil Eye & Envy 


First: when the perpetrator of Evil Eye is known- 

From the Sunnah is what Aa'ishah RA said: the perpetrator of Evil Eye 
would be ordered to make minor ablution, then the one afflicted would 
make major ablution with [the water of ablution]; and this is the best of 
the ways. There are similar ways like taking something from among the 
clothing of the perpetrator of Evil Eye, something that would contain 
some of his sweat or saliva (a head covering, t-shirt, shirt, left-over drink); 
submerge the article in water and then make major ablution with that 
water. 

Second: when the perpetrator of Evil Eye is not known- 

In this case, the remedy is through legislated Ruqyah and permissible 
treatments transmitted in narrations of the Messenger of Allah SAWS. 
Also [permitted] is anything whose testing has been conducted and a 
benefit is found in it as long as its origin is permissible. 
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The Verses of Ruqyah for Evil Eye & Envy 

This is an abbreviated mention for some of the verses in which there is 
benefit and healing that the one afflicted by Evil Eye can recite upon 
himself, as well as over water, olive oil and honey.

{Those who lagged behind will say, when you set forth to take the spoils, 
"Allow us to follow you," They want to change Allah's Words. Say: "You 
shall not follow us; thus Allah has said beforehand ." Then they will say: 
"Nay, you envy us ." Nay, but they understand not except a little.}

Recite this Ruqyah with concentration on the meaning of the verses, then 
make note of any indications the sick person encounters, for example: 
feeling hot or cold coming from his extremities; headaches or dizziness; 
lethargy, drowsiness, and sleepiness; needle pricks on the body; nausea; 
pain in the shoulders; something like ants crawling along the back; 
sweating; rapid heartbeat, etc. If these symptoms are found, repeat the 
Ruqyah as many times as possible, three or more times; or, when the sick 
person feels that a specific verse is having an effect, then it should be 
repeated a great deal without limiting the number of times. There are six 
verses for healing, verses for tranquility, and verses for every affliction. 
There are verses of knowledge for someone afflicted regarding his 
intelligence; verses of beauty, provision and similar things. 
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There are also supplications, some of which, Ibn al-Qayyim mentioned.

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Treatments Permitted to be Utilized as a Supplement 

with Ruqyah 


1) Zamzam Water 

Drink the water of Zamzam and seek a cure by means of it as a drink, and 
as washing water if possible. Reciting [Ruqyah] into it is best. 

2) Olive Oil 

A specific use for it is to recite the Quran over it, rub the entire body with 
it and eat some of it as well. 


3) Honey 


It is a cure for people utilized in several ways- as a drink, a rub, mixture 
for the eyes, as well as to recite over it and use it [like olive oil]. 


4) Black Seed 



The Prophet SAWS said in a narration: "Black seed is a cure for every 
disease." SahTh al-BukharT #5687 It is utilized ground-up into a powder- 
one teaspoon, taken twice per day; as a drink, like tea; in a vapor bath 
inhaled by boiling it; as a rubbing oil; as washing water with an infusion of 
it. 
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5) Infusions of Herbs 

Examples are infusions like the Sidr lote-tree, sea salt, certain morning 
glory species, camphor, and costus. 

6) Cupping 

The Prophet SAWS said: "The angel Gabriel informed me that cupping is 
the most beneficial treatment with which people can be treated/' SahTh 
Al-Jcimi ' as-Saghir #218 

7) There is no harm in going to someone for Ruqyah treatment however 
be careful of falling into the hands of a sorcerer or charlatan. Know that 
some claim to only treat people with the Quran and might appear 
upright, while in reality they are far from it. So, when you wish to seek 
treatment, it is essential that you ask trustworthy people of the Sunnah 
about those who use legitimate Islamic treatments and do not simply ask 
random people. 
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Advice for Women 

Know that women suffer from the majority of incidents of Evil Eye or 
envy, so make sure to do the following: 

1) Gain knowledge of your religion in order to be acquainted with the 
commands of legislation and seek forgiveness a great deal, for what 
afflicts women does not happens except due to sins and disobedience. 

2) Do not go out often except out of need and do so without displaying 
beauty. For truly, Satan raises his stare towards any woman who leaves 
her home and he makes her fair-seeming. This is among the reasons for 
being afflicted with Evil Eye. 

3) Wear the legally-defined veil which covers the entire body and stay far 
away from: fashionable veils that are thin which define the body like a 
gown; colors which attract attention; decorative embroideries; and any 
transparent fabrics- none of these can be considered "veils", so do not 
deceive yourselves. 

4) Beware of dresses hemmed too high [above the ankle] and going out 
with perfume on. The chosen one [aI-Mustafa] SAWS warned against all 
of that and it is from among the reasons for being afflicted. 

5) Beware of going to parties like weddings and the like that have 
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prohibited singing. This is due to the great number of evil people and de¬ 
mons who attend these events. They are the most malicious people in 
terms of envy. 

6) Fear Allah regarding your veil and clothing even among other women 
and do not be misled by those who uncover themselves to the middle of 
their thighs, half of their chests and most of their backs with these lewd 
dresses. All of this exists in our societies and our parties specifically. Afflic¬ 
tion with Evil Eye results from all of this. 

7) Stay far away from prohibited gatherings of women- gatherings of gos¬ 
sip, slander, sarcasm and dishonor. Envy and unpraiseworthy competition 
grow in these types of gatherings. 

8) Hold your tongue and keep secret the private matters of your home 
life from those close to you even more so than distant relations, for how 
many families have been afflicted due to this. Lower your voice among 
men and do not soften it, for someone who has a disease in his heart 
might be enticed. 

9) Commit yourself to regular Ruqyah treatment from Evil Eye and envy 
and utilize oil and water that has been recited over as a drink or to rub 
with. 

10) Beware of extravagance, squandering, pride, and excess for appear¬ 
ances in front of people. 
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11) Guard the five prayers, regularly preferred actions of the Prophet and 
the midnight prayer specifically- for the Divine Descent occurs in it and 
supplications are responded to. So, perform the midnight prayer with 
concentration. 

12) Supplicate to Allah constantly while you are certain of the response 
after purifying what you eat, for if it is from what is prohibited, then Allah 
will not respond to you. Choose the best time for a response to your sup¬ 
plications and do not seek to rush a response from Allah, for it is said in 

a narration: "You will receive a response as long as you do not rush, thus, 
someone might say, "I have supplicated to my Lord and He has not re¬ 
sponded to me"." SahTh Muslim #6870 

13) Perhaps you might dislike something and it is better for you! Know 
that a calamity does not come in order to destroy and kill you, it only 
comes in order to test your patience and try you. 
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Advice for Men 


1) Gain knowledge regarding your religion for truly the first question in 
front of Allah will be about your family. 

2) Raise your family based on goodwill by means of equal distribution and 
persuasion; and be an example for them. 

3) Beware of pride and competing with your brothers that they might 
envy you. 

4) Resort to keeping private the successes in all of your affairs. 

5) Restrain your tongue and do not expose three things: age and wealth 
as much as you can and beliefs, for over these three things, you will be 
tested with another three- a falsifier, a cheat and deceiver. 

6) Beware of evil companions who, when they leave, bite their fingertips 
over you out of rage. 

7) You must protect yourself and your household. 

8) Give voluntary charity frequently and persist in doing so.

The Five and the Talisman: Some have written on them Quranic verses in order to 
cast a shadow over people [obscure the matter for them]. There is a legal verdict 
on the lack of permissibility to hang them and even if they contain the Quran, they 
have the same ruling.

Belief in placing Quranic verses made out of gold, silver or 
similar materials on the chests of infants- it is an insult to 
the Book of Allah, lofty and exalted is He, due to the lack 
of ability for infants to understand the meaning and 
importance of those verses. 

Belief that certain amulets containing black seed, barley, 
money, salt, morning glory, or other seeds will repel Evil 
Eye and envy. 

It is not permissible to burn herbs as incense believing 
that they will heal Evil Eye or that they are a repellant for 
sorcerers/witches. There is no harm in utilizing herbs as 
an functional supplement in areas where there is a 
proven benefit, however it must be without believing in it 
[as a treatment for Evil Eye and envy]. 
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Legal Verdict [Fatwa] About Aromatherapy 

Question: Shaykh Bin Baz, may Allah have mercy on him, was asked- 
there are some reciters [of Ruqyah] who describe remedies that are sold 
by perfume and oil sellers. They are placed on coals then the sick person 
burns it as incense and its smoke fills the rooms of the house like morning 
glory and similar herbs. [What about this?] 

Answer: When there is a benefit, there is no harm in the majority of 
remedies [verified] by testing. When things are found to benefit 
people through testing [them] such as incense, rubbing oil, drinks, etc.- 
and found to have benefits- there is no harm in such remedies. It is not a 
TawqTff matter, i.e. something derived from revelation wherein reason is 
suspended, rather it is utilized under the condition that it is not impure or 
prohibited by Islamic law. Thus, it is something whose use is 
permissible, like permissible seeds or other things which are not legally 
warned against.
